ERY soon the Beveridge 

Committee will submit 

its report to Parliament, 
and it is understood that this 
may advocate a re-grouping of ail 
social services under a single 
Ministry at a cost of some five 
hundred million pounds a year. 

Last March Sir William 
Beveridge said that experts were 
drawing up a plan to end poverty, 
and added: “We know how to 
abolish want caused by economic 
insecurity.” 

You can take him at his word. 
The authorities do know. Many 
of them have known for years, but 
no Government has yet had the 
will—or, perhaps, the guts—to act 
on that knowledge. 

Why? Because this country has 
consistently allowed the profit- 
makers to exploit the community; 
because Big Business and Property 
and Vested Interests .have been 
allowed to rule the roost. and, act- 
ing behind the scenes, have also 
contrived to dominate Government 
itself. 

Hence we tolerated “the Mer- 
chants of Death,” those vast arma- 
ment interests which drew their 
dividends by pushing the sale of 
guns in any country that would 
buy them. while we stinted the 
out-of-works, the old people, the 
widows and the orphans of the 
bare essentials which make life 
worth living. 

Are we to say “ Good-bye to All 
That” or are we not? I repeat 
that the choice is ours and that 
the present opportunity may never 
occur again within our lifetime. 

We need to make up our minds 
at once, for there is nothing else 
which matters so much to you and 
to me and to the war-racked 
weary world.

socialism.” Let them do so. 
Though “ Man o’ the People ” has 
no Party ties whatever, he would 
think it shame to be less progres- 
sive than the Archbishops and 
more cautious than the best men 
in Big Business itself.

This time, we must make “a 
land fit for heroes to live in” or 
resign ourselves to a harsher ser- 
vitude than we have ever known 
before. The alternative is abso- 
lute. There is no escape from it.

Your correspondent refuses to 
believe that this waiting is justi- 
fiable. Perhaps there is a risk 
that supplies for starving Greek 
babies may be stolen by the Ger- 
mans, but how much greater— 
how dreadfully and tragically 
greater!—is the risk of failing our 
comrades and their children in 
the hour of their helpless agony!

Just a Woman 


She was one of the ordinary 
mass of struggling Jews; a work- 
ing woman who loved her family; 
timorous, humble, anxious to 
please—apart from her blood and 
her religion, much the same as 
any woman in the world who has 
to work long hours for little pay. 
and needs that little for mouths 
other than her own. 


Esther Schneider. Her blood 
cries for vengeance from the 
stones. Here is her story: 

ATHETICALLY enough, not 
only her history but the 


history of her family for many 
generations can be told in a few 
hundred words. 

Her father had been a tailor, 
and so had his father, and his 
father’s father. Their ante- 
cedents were much the same as 
those of anybody, of any creed; 
only theirs was a red-and-grey 
background of bloody persecu- 
tion and deadly fear. 

Esther was born in Cracow, 
Galicia, where her family had

years. They lived there in the 
perpetual threat of the pogrom, 
the outbreak of race hate ter- 
minating in massacre. 

They had been driven there in 
the sixteenth century, also when 
the Germans were killing the 
Jews. Her grandfather had been 
killed in an Easter pogrom. Her 
father had seen horrible scenes of 
violence and bloodshed when he 
was a child. 

When Esther was still a little 
girl her father was saving des- 
perately, penny by penny, in the 
hope of raising enough to pay his 
family’s passage to one of the 
free countries—Britain, France or 
America. 

This was the golden dream of 
persecuted people in eastern 
Europe: to get away to some place 
where they might be left alone; 
where they might walk across a 
street without fear of molestation, 
and where it was safe to leave a 
handsome daughter unguarded. 


Early Marriage 
Her father was not destined to 
see the realisation of his dream, 
because he died of what they call 
“a cold.” We would have called 
it pneumonia. s

But something 
went wrong. They 
found themselves, by one of those 
freaks of chance, one of those 
gusts of circumstance which blow 
the downtrodden about like dust, 
in Paris. 

France was a free country then. 
Paris was Paradise. They found 
an attic somewhere near the 
Bastille; it was in a slum of work- 
shops; impoverished tenants had 
cut down banisters and handrails 
for firewood; the staircase was a 
death-trap after dark; their room 
was perched at the top of 180 
stairs. It was a box. 

Out of its one murky window 
they could see the grey and fan- 
tastic roofs of Paris; the smoke 
and the spires and the mysterious 
distance. 

They found work; struggled and 
saved for two years; moved to a 
slightly better slum near the Rue 
de la Folie-Mericourt. Abraham 
scoured the workshops, found 
enough work to keep them alive. 

She wanted another child, but 
something was wrong. She had 
no more children. ‘Three years 
passed. They conceived a mad 
ambition—to own a shop of their 
own. Why not, said Abraham. 


He avas a skilful tailor, and she} 


an accomplished skirt-maker. 
God knows how they did it, but 


taken away, blessed be the name 
of The Lord.” 
The sorrows of that unhappy 


couple were dreadful, But 
another miracle happened. They 
had, throwing themselves into 


work with a kind of desperate 
concentration, built up a thriving 
business in Montmartre. 

In 1935, just as it seemed that 
Nature was about to ordain ever- 
lasting sterility for Esther, she 
gave birth to another son. 

They called him Herschel. He 
lived. The pallid, bent father and 
the fragile, ghostly mother had 
produced a sturdy child with a 
complexion of blood and milk, 
large black eyes and an uproarious 
voice. 

I should be wasting your time if 
I tried to tell you the endless tale 
of the anxieties of Esther 
Schneider . . . of her night-long 
watches, of her unending prayers, 
anguishes and precautions. 

She and her husband heaped 
upon the child all the devotion of 
which their souls were capable— 


might achieve and that was a very great deal of

Then Abraham died. He had 
used himself up. The old- 
fashioned word “expired” some- 
how applies to his passing, for he 
seemed to go out like a match, 
leaving a shrivelled stick that had 
been a man. 

Esther ran the business alone. 
Her love for the boy became almost 
terrifying, fanatical. She could 
speak of nothing else and think of 
nothing else. 

The war came. France fell; the 
whole tale has yet to be told of how 
that great republic was bought and 
sold. Esther had had no thought for 
news since the birtir of her boy. He 
was world politics, discovery. glory. 
victory and event. 

The Nazis came into Paris. A 
certain tremor ran through the 
circle of her friends. She had

seen that tremor before: at least, 
she knew it and recognised it. 

Something that hung, folded, 
in the dark garret of her mind un- 
hooked itself and came fluttering 
down . . . a memory of the old 
terror ...a feeling of impending 
disaster; the nameless dread that 
they know who have lived for two 
thousand years under the black 
wings of the Angel of Death. 

When she saw a Nazi officer 
coming into her shop she almost 
fainted. He wanted to buy some 
silk underwear. He paid for it— 
the fixed Nazi price, which meant 
dead loss. She did not want to 
take the money; she was afraid 
of it. 

The Nazi shrugged, put it back 
in his pocket, and walked out of 
the shop with his parcel. 


Distracted Soul 


Esther, in blind terror, locked 
the shop, took her little boy down 
into the basement kitchen and 
sat there, clasping him tightly 
while her heart fluttered like a 
bird. 

Then she decided to leave Paris 
and take the child to Vichy. 

But they would not let her leave 
She felt that she was trapped; mas- 
tered her jumping nerves and clung 
on, trying to figure out a plan 

So she lived in deadly terror until 
only a few weeks ago, You can 
imagine her, darting this way and 
that, caught like a traveller in an 
enchanted forest in a horrible fairy 
tale 

When she looked back the path 
behind her had closed; when she 
looked forward the trees in front 
had moved in. The city was a trap. 
The Nazi fist was tightening. 

She contemplated a thousand 
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crazy acts. but did nothing. She 
feared the consequences, to the 
child, of any false move. She had 
some friends: they calmed each 
other and hoped for deliverance. 

Then the nightmare that had 
been stalking the Jews of Paris 
leaped on their backs. The news 
spread in a kind of chain of 
horrified screams. 

Young and healthy Jewesses 
were being rounded up and sent 
uway, nobody knew where. Esther 
looking in her mirror, said: 
‘Thank God I am old and ugly 
and ill!” 

But that was not the worst. 
Another horror story broke.... 
something too appalling to be real 
....Something like a grim and 
terrifying tale out of the Black 
Forest, a tale of ogres. 

The Nazis were collecting Jewish 
children. They did not say what 
for. Young children were being 
gathered, like young animals; all 
marks of identification were re- 
moved from their clothing. They 
were being herded together and 
sent away. 

Where? Nobody knew. For what? 
Nobody dared say. But what fate 
could Nazidom have plotted for the 
children of Jews whom it considered 
as baser than the beasts that perish? 

When Esther heard this she froze. 
She ran home. A letter was waiting 
fop her; an official notification 
They wanted her child. 

If, in the past few months, her tor- 
mented nervous system had lashed 
itself ‘r.co a frenzy like a cat in a 
sack, now, when the doom had 
fallen, she became horribly calm 

She put up the shutters and 
locked the door; sat in the shop 
parlour talking to the little boy, 
pouring out with heaven knows 
what eloquence some soul-shaking 
tale of love and tenderness in
